JUDICIAL NOTIFICATION No. 12 / 2014 


Roc .No. 1433/S0 - 2 /2014 .- In exercise of the powers conferred under Sections 13 
and 18 of the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1973 (Central Act 11 of 1974 ) the High Court of 
Judicature at Hyderabad for the State of Telangana and State of Andhra Pradesh , hereby 
makes the following amendment to Rule 3 for appointment of Special Judicial Magistrate 
of II Class/Special Metropolitan Magistrate. 


The following new Rule shall be incorporated as Sub - rule (i) of Rule 3 and the 
existing Sub - rules (i) and ( ii ) of Rule 3 shall be re -numbered as Sub - rules ( ii ) and 
(iii) respectively. 


3 . REVOCATION OF POWERS OF SPECIAL MAGISTRATES : 


(i) If any complaint as to the misconduct of the Special Magistrate of Second Class 

or Special Magistrate of any other category , are received by the High Court, 
the same shall be placed before the Committee dealing with the subject. If , 
on perusal of the complaint, the Committee is of the opinion that the officer has 
resorted to any acts of misconduct, or has derelicted his duties, a show cause 
notice , of not less than 15 days, requiring him to explain , shall be issued . 


[ 1 ] 
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On a consideration of the show cause notice and the explanation offered by the 
Officer, if the Committee finds that any acts of misconduct or dereliction of duty were 
resorted to by the officer, itmaymake appropriate recommendation , for termination of the 
services of the officer, which in turn shall be forwarded to the Government. The orders so 
passed would be final. 


(ü ) On appointment and while in service a Special Magistrate of II Class or Special 

Magistrate of any other category may be removed without being called upon to show 
cause if he failed to attend three consecutive sittings of the Court without a written 
permission of the Chief Judicial Magistrate or the Chief Metropolitan Magistrate , 
as the case may be . 


( iii) Powers conferred by the Court on Special Judicial Magistrate of II Class or Special 

Magistrate of any other category shall automatically stand withdrawn on his attaining 
the age of 65 years.
